GERMANS HAVE FOOD 
FOR EIGHT MONTHS. 


UATION TO GATHERING OF 
SOCIOLOGISTS. 


DISTaTCH.! 

NEW YORK, «Dee. 1.—The Food 
Administration in Washington esti- 
mater that Germany has food suf- 
ficient to feed her population for 
eight months, according to Jane 
Addums of Hull House, Chicago, who 
addressed 3000 members and guests 
of the League for Political Educa- 
tion in Carnegie Hall yesterday | 
morning. 

“The World's Food and World 
Politics” was the speaker's theme. 
Robert Erskine Bly, secretary of the 
league, presided, After declaring 
that the mind of the world would be 
focused upon the coming peace con- 
fercnce Miss Addams spoke of the 
Congress of Vienna in 1815, follow- 
ing the Napoleonic wars. She sald 
that the congress has given the 
Werle two lessons; first, that the at- 
tending delegates bad been unable 
to forget their national ambitions, 
am), second, the great efforts. that 
had been made to break this ambi- 
tion’ In favor of a larger and less 
selfish conception of world duty. 

“I think that if we look back upon 
this congress we will see that it 
failed in its efforts to prevent war.“ 
she continued, “So that in locking 
forward to the coming conference I 


some overpowering good will; some- 


thing that, will tide the delegates 
over any fiationalistic aspirations 
they may 


Possess. 

“If we ask what nation will be 
@nough to do this, to.exert this 
influence, I should sey that it will 
be something thet will de done in 
concert, a blending at the. latest 
tendencies, whieh they all possess. 
To my mind one of the most power- 
ful influences, or motives will come 
through the self - determination 
evolved by the war.” ’ 

Turning to the question of food 
Miss Addams referred to the restric- 
tions Which had been put upon the 
exportation of foodatuffs and pointed 
out that ovr position on furnishing 
food. where it was needed, rather 
than where the greatest profit lay, 
was an tmnovation. 

Paking Serbia as an example for 
discussion at the peace table, Mise 
Addams said n was her conviction 
that the country should be nations!- 
ized with an outlet to the sea, so 
that never stein would it de in its 
pre-war state of dependency. Con- 
tinuing on her idea of what would 
take place when the conferees as- 
sembled she declared there would 
undoubtedly be jealousies and bick- 
erings unless the delegates were 
supported by united public opinion. 
She said it would be necessary that 
the peoples be fed not only during 
the period of reconstruction, but un- 
tll wholly normal conditions were 
restored. 

Mis Addams pointed: out that for 
the first time in history the world's 
food supply was being regarded as 
a unit and was being administered in 
an altruistic manner. 

“Since the war, nations have re- 
verted to the primitive methods em- 
ployed by individuals who gathered 
in tribes for the purpose of collec- 
tively Oghting «tarvation. Just as 
all the exports from this - country 
heve been undér government con- 
trol. o all imports of food into for- 
eign couhtries have been under the 
control of their governments. Re- 
strictive tariffs have been abolished 
and it is doubtful of they will ever 
be imposed again. Thus we have 
entered upon & new era of interna- 
tionalism which has been evolved 
out of the suffering and privations 
of the war. 

“It is in this way that the world’s 
food problem is linked with future 
world polities. It will supply a mo- 
tive for humanitarianism and the 
break down of the barrier be- 
tween nations. Academic discus- 
sion is all right, it is necessary, per- 
haps and I have mo fault to find with 
u. but it must be supplemented by 
something higher.”

OUR BOYS FACE | 
DEATH BRAVELY 


Wild Westerners Make Good 
in Eight-Day Battle, 


Charge Against Belching Can- 
non at the Command. 


Fight Airplanes with Rifles, 
Driving Them Of.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE.— 
Did. the wild westerners make 
good? Listen to this from the com- 
mander of the Fifth Army Corps: 

“FRANCE, - —, 1918,

night and pleced in Corps Reserve. 

“The corps commander wishes 
you to understand that this reliet 
results solely from a realization by

„Please extend to your officers 
and men my appreciation of their 
splendid behavior and my hearty 
congratulations..on the brilliant 
record they have made.” 

The full significance can only be 
avpreciated when you take into 
consideration the extreme conserva- 
tiem that marks the utterance of a 
military commander. In the army 
there is a paucity of compliments 
and they must be merited. 

No less’ remarkable than their 
achievement, was the manner in 
which they stood the strain of bat- 
tle. their nonchalance end the 
— with which they recuper- 
atéd. Fighting and under fire for 
eight days and nine nights, sleeping 
in the mud or water without 
tlankets or covering, many of them 
as yet with only summer underwear, 
Jiving on bully beef and hardtack 
and with only one drink of hot cof- 
fee during that time, the men 
emerged unshaken and smiling. and 
could be found discussing the cvents 
of those-etght days and nine nichts 
of hell with no more emotions than 
hall. players discussing a gare 
which they had just finished. 

WHIPPED KAISER’'S BEST. 

They experienced a sense of sat- 
isfaction over what they had ac- 
complished, and were elated at hav- 
ing stood the test of enemy fire 
without flinching, bot there was 
nothing akin to boastfulnese. 

They knew that they had it on the 
Kaiser's trained and veteran troops. 
Thie knowledge was re in 
their attitude, and their unswag- 
gering air of confidence. 

Incidentally, the number of shell- 
shoek cases was very low, showing 
the stuff of which these westerners 
are made. The more I see of the 
war the more I am convinced that 
the personal equation of the men 
was one of the deciding factors. It 
le this that made our troops more 
than a match for the Kalser es ma- 
chirne-made armies, . 

Practically afl of them admitted 
that it was bad, but rot as had as 
they had expected. Many of them 
hed told me they had for years 
been so “fed up“ on the horrors of 
war bv lurid writers that they 
doubted their ability to go over the 
top, but when it came to the tea 
thev found it a verv matter-of-fact 
affair. Also thev found themeelves 
A Nie to see a Ruddy at their side 
bumped off without being affected 
personaliv, and look upon other 
sichte without finching, which in 
ewitian life would have d 


certain 
pevehology which trnes up the mind 
and body in battle. invrine it to 
phvsical shock and mental distress. 

CHARGE CANNON'S MOUTH. 
To me one of the strangest sights 
of the war was mere boys whom 1 
had seen alone Apring street and 
Froadway, who a year ago didn't 
know a puttee from a first-aid hband- 
age, or a hand grenade from a bdeef- 
steak tomato, emerce smiling and 
uneoncerned from jho@e echt das 
and nine nichts 4tring which they 
faced everything from gas and ma- 
to high explosives br 
a and charred into the face of 
German canron which victousiv re- 
vealed their fierv fares in the nicht. 

In such cht ax this euch a hich 
degree of courece is required of ev- 
ery man that the pasting out of a 
few medals and decorations appears 
wholly inadequate. Only by passine 
them out in lorrielcads could = full 
fueti¢e be “done. Even though he 
faile to achieve any one thing that 
makes him stand out above his fel- 
lows, every man who pasres throuch 
a battle and performe the part al- 
lotted to him. is a hero—attains to 
heights such as were unknown in 
other wars. 

FLOWER OF THE ARMY. 

The infantry. of, course, is the 
flower of the army. It is the lowly 
dourhboy who leads every rush and 
bears the brunt of enemy attacks. It 
fe he who takes and holde the 
ground, who lies in the mud and wet 
and cold by day, and charges over 
quagmires by night. Some times I 
think that the best way would be to 
distribute a truckload of Distin- 
guished Service’ Crosses among the 
doughboys after every battle and 
call it equare. 

But on closer analysis one, finds 
that those in the back areas, while 
not bearing the direct shock of bat- 
tle, are subject to a different sort of 
strain, probably fully as creat as that 
undergone by the infantry. and 
which is not without fts element of 
danger. 

It is there that most of the high- 
explosive shells—that terror of the 
soldier—are dropped. and airplane 
raids are directed. This back area, 
where many of the military police 
are establiched directing traffic, or 
the engineers work on roads and 
bridges, and through which the sup- 
ply and ammunition trains pass and 
ambulances make innumerable trips, 
are constantly drenched by high ex- 
plosive and gas shells from hidden 
batteries, and from which there is 
no protection. 

Such branches of the service work 
under these conditions, and seldom 
experience the relief that comes 
with fighting back.

Probably the moet severe experi- 
ence of our own infantry was during 
the last three days when circum- 
stances would not permit them 
either to advance or retreat, and 
during which they shrapneled and 
machine-gunned.
